By way of introduction, Cartwright, WOQLW, Chairman of the emergency corps 
stated that we, as amateurs, are interested primarily in disasters and 
emergency other than actual War. 


ARRL, plan of emergency communications will be followed as it is listed 
in "Emergency Communications" Manual, Page 5. 


Mr. Schuler of Western Union and head of the communications section of the 
local Civilian Defense Organization told of a 50 plane air group that is 
about 90% two-way radio equipped. This group is actually a group of which 
he is a member. He has compiled a list of members who will be available 

to us. This equipment is multi-channel crystal controlled, both VHF and HF. 
They can work air to ground and air to air. The receivers, however, are 

HF (3105 kes). ; 


The location of an amateur radio control center was discussed. White, 
KQAAD, said the Naval Reserve Armory could be used. The Coliseum was 
mentioned; also the QTH of Hatfield, WOGFS. 


Covert, WOKVE, said the amateur message center should be at the hub of 
activity. The messase center would route all messages. JZieg, WOEHU, 
stated the messare center should have one transmitter for relaying traffic 
to various subordinate stations on various amateur bands. One subordinate 
station will be the NCS on a particular band. The above set-up assumes no 
telephone communications. The message center will monitor all bands. This 
outline is only tentative. 


MeGuyer, WODGA, stated that with the above outline, it is required to handle 
one message twice before being routed out of the city. Schuler told of a 
direct wire circuit for the Red Cross to all important points throughout 

the United States. The nearest point to Evansville is at Camp Breckinridge. 
He will try and get a circuit diagram for us. 


It was broucht out that message priority would be established by the Red 
Cross or Civilian Defense head; we will only transmit and receive traffic.

The question of manpower was brought up, and Covert, WOKVE did not think 


there would be a shortage. 


Cartwright, WOQLW, mentioned the possibility of a net drill. Perhaps only 
on 10 meters at first. Proposed date was 28th January, 1951. The details 
will be announced later.

Notes on the talk of John Huntoon, WlLVW, Assistant Secretary of the 
American Hadio elay League, given at a special dinner meeting of the 
Tfri-otate Amateur Radio Yociety on 22 Yctober 1951 at the Lamplight 
Inn. 


"Odds and Snds" 
vecent AinL proposals to the #CU — 


1. 7250 to 7300 KCS be open to HSK. 

2. NBM on all phone bands. 

3. Ubjected to discontinuing special calls, such as 
two letter calls. 


Announcement of NPA giving authority through kMO memo for Amateurs to 
buy up to $100/year of critical parts in order to stay on the air. 


ARRL has requested the Department of State to make agreement with Cuba 
for third party traffic. 


A treaty with Canada for reciprocal operating privileges has been proposed 
but must be ratified by the Senate. 


Announcement of the “resident's Vommunications Board, set up to keep an 
eye on military, government and commercial frequency allocations. Budlong's 
associate, i’, 0. Alexander, is on this board. 


"international Conferences" 


Usually about 80 countries are represented at an international conference 
for frequency allocation. CC cannot violate frequency allocations set up 
by International lable. 


Between 3.0 and 35.0 MCS, radio is international and different countries 
have different requirements because of size; for example, “npland and iussia. 


Before a conference, a preparatory meeting is held in the United States. 
AukL is represented. Purpose of this meeting is to establish our position. 


The most recent conference was held in 197 at Atlantic Vity. U. 5. proposals 
were adopted almost 100%. ‘Some chanves requested were so radical as to ve 
disrupting. A study board was therefore set up. They have been working for 

3 years. lhe present meeting in Geneva is being held to summarize the study 
board's findings and to implement the Atlantic City Table. ‘This in short 
explains the delay of the 15 meter Amateur Band. 


Inter-American conferences are regional and concern shared frequencies. 
for instance, 80 meters in this hemisphere is allocated for anateur, fixed 
and mobile services (3500-000 KUS). 


International conferences are an intangible sort of thing, but League funds 
are necessary to carry on work.

All present 
aporoved of the decision to have President Evans mention it and to 
have Cartwright elaborate. 


For the November 28th meeting it was decided to show the G. HE. movie, 
"A Voice Shall Be Heard". Slides by Gehres and movies of the 1951 
Field Day will be shown also. 


Evans announced that he met several CAP officials and they wanted our 
help on their communication problem. It was decided that we would 
cooperated and they will be advised to contact our Emergency Coordi- 
nator, Cartwright. 


The next Executive Meeting will be held December 12th instead of 
December 13th, to prevent conflict with the Amateur Radio Auxiliary.
